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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks have been considered but 
art not persuasive. Suzuki's male and female resin members comprise a snap coupling. The term 'snap coupling' and 'snap couple' in the 
independent claims refer to a functional feature, i.e. "to substantially interlock and hold the adjacent segments together." (claim 1). 
A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate 
the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). Further, "in considering the disclosure of a reference, it is proper to take into 
account not only specific teachings of the reference but also the inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably be expected to 
draw therefrom." In re Preda, 401 F.2d 825, 826, 159 USPQ 342, 344 (CCPA 1968). The inherent resilience of Suzuki's resin members 
would allow the male member to deflect as necessary to thereby 'snap' into the female member.. Applicant provides no evidence as to 
why the dovetail joint in Fig.9 necessarily means the male and female members are joined axially by sliding, nor does applicant consider 
other embodiments (e.g., Fig.6) wherein projections and depressions engage each other (c.4:33-36). Similarly, regarding Sato, applicant 
provides no convincing explanation as to why it is not possible for Sato's trapezoidal male projection 9 and matching female depression 10 
to form a snap coupling. The iron cores 1 — and therefore the end cap segments 4— are "joined" in the 'hoop direction', i.e. circumferential 
direction (machine translation [0027-0028]) and thus the end caps are not simply 'aligned' as applicant suggests. As with Suzuki, Sato's 
end caps comprise resin and therefore the male projection has an inherent resilience which allows it to deflect as necessary and 'snap' 
into the female depression 10. 
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
